THE SCOTCH PIG-IRON TRADE. 

Sm,—The “ irrepressible expansion” of the Scotch Pig-Iron Trade is 
nothing less than astounding. “ Progress quickens progress” faster than 
Armstrong guns can bura powder, and one “ new era in the iron trade ” 
succeeds another in such rapid succession, that at times we are at some 
loss to know in which era we are. Nevertheless, we are in the year 1863, 
and if Scotch pig-iron is not at 70s. per ton, it is not for lack of prophe- 
cies or prophets! Neither can it be from any want of philanthropy on the 
part of those engaged in the ennobling science of “ bulling;” for who can 
measure the self-sacrificing spirit of those who week by week have called 
upon the public— In language where excess imparts 

The rise they fondly wish so well? 
in order that they, top, may be participators in the grand profits the gods 
have provided for those who buy up “ warrants!” Verily, itis something 
to admire, and surely history will hand it down to latest ages, that in 
this cold, calculating, selfish, money-grasping world of ours, there are those 
who, utterly regardless of self, diligently seek out others to partake of that 
which (were it worth having) they could so easily keep unto themselves. 

There has lately appeared in various newspapers an article purporting 
to show what has been, what is, and what ought to be, the course of 
our Scotch Pig-Iron Market. As it it not impartially written, we take 
leave to append an Appendix. We conceive it to be unfair, and calcu- 
lated to mislead those who are unacquainted with details, to take so 
small and exceptional a portion of a year as eight weeks, in order to 
prove an assertion; and still more unfair is it to make such express men- 
tion of an increased home consumption, without ever alluding to the means 
of supply. ‘The article in question leaves the public to infer that produc- 
tion stands stock still; nay, more, that because in 1853 wages rose and 
production fell 10 per cent., so it will, or ought to do, in 1863, whereas now 
wages have risen all the country through, and production likewise. The 
comparisons made between the present period and 1852-3, &c., are defec- 
tive. For ten years ago the mineral wealth of the kingdom had not been 
so well developed as now. Our productive power was not so expansive. 
Within three months we could increase our product 20 per cent.; and 
what could England not do in the same direction? 

Now, so far as can be shown, we will show both sides of the question, 
and leave to others their ‘ castles in the air.” The shipments this year 
to date are 557,326 tons; last year, 501,156 tons—increase, 56,170 tons. 
Local consumption this year, 480,000 tons; last year, 368,000 tons—in- 
crease, 112,000 tons. Production this year, 1,034,000 tons; last year, 
966,000 tons—increased production this year, 68,000 tons. Against which 
we place the increased shipments and consumption 168,170 tons, less the 
100,000 tons added to stock last year, thus showing that the stock of 1862 
remains as solemn a fact as ever. Moreover, it must be borne in mind 
that the 129 furnaces now in blast have not been so throughout the year; 
had it been otherwise the stock would have been greatly augmented. Be- 
sides this, there are six more furnaces preparing for blast, so that ere the 
year closes there will be a total of 135, against an average of 120 last year. 
In the Cleveland district, which is now too important to be disregarded, 

there are upwards of 70 furnaces in full operation, and not less than other 
30 in prospective. In Cumberland the same activity of supply prevails; 
and well it is that it isso, for when ‘‘ doves shall sit where dogs now roar ” 
there will be plenty of scope for all. In conclusion, we have only to add 
that the advocates in the autumn of 70s. are now the presagers of 55s, or 
less. They have played ¢heiv little game and won; the non-adherent 
party of that period are now its active promoters. Their game is now 
going on; but whether 8 per cent. discount will make them throw down 
their cards, or try another shuflle, is what cannot be determined by—

THE SCOTCH AND ENGLISH PIG-IRON TRADE. 


Srr,—Some weeks back the Mining Journal contained a statistic table, 
which showed the production, consumption, and stock of Scotch and Eng- 
lish pig-iron; and whatever observations a ‘“ bull” party may have made 
in last week’s Lconomist, with the view of keeping prices up, and inducing 
speculation, they cannot contradict facts, which we find on referring to the 
above-mentioned statistic map. The production of pig-iron was— 

In 1862, in Scotland. ....+....seseessseseecees Tons 1,080,000 . 
In 1862, in England and Wales.ceccscesseessessees 2,863,469 = 3,943,469 

Who, then, can conscientiously assert that while the production of pig- 
iron in Great Britain has amounted to nearly 4,000,000 tons, when prices 
of 48s. and 50s. have ruled, as was the case last year, that the iron market 
will have its golden era again. The Economist mentioned that Scotch 
pig-iron could be produced for about 35s. or 40s. It has been shown from 
the books of a Scotch iron company, at their failure some year or two ago, 
that the price of 51s. leaves a profit. There are at present a large num- 
ber of furnaces, both in Scotland and England, out of blast, and there is 
little doubt but that did the ironmasters see any certainty of the present 
prices ruling in future they would not have waited so long to blow the 
furnaces in, It is true that during the two last months of the present year 
the shipments, both coastwise and foreign, have shown a great increase to 
those of the previous years. But what influence can this have upon the 
market, when we consider the enormous stock which has accumulated 
yearly, until it shows the unprecedented quantity of nearly 700,000 tons 
lying in Scotland? We must also remember that we are now approach- 
ing winter, and that then the shipping will be pretty nearly at a standstill, 
thus increasing the stock greatly. How far the termination of the unfor- 
tunate war in America may be distant we all well know; but even were it 
to take place, the recommencement of business cannot have a lasting in- 
fluence upon pig-iron; at all events, it cannot raise prices any higher than 





they are at present. From the statistics above referred to we see that the 
exports to America were— .

We have certainly seen 80s. and more paid for Scotch pig-iron also, but 
then the consumption exceeded the production, which must always be kept 
in mind. The exports to Germany and Holland are pretty considerable, 
for in looking at our statistics we find that the shipments were—

But when lately visiting the principal iron-consuming districts of West- 
phalia, the Rhenish provinces, North Prussia, and Silesia, I invariably 
heard that the pig-iron manufactured in Westphalia and Silesia has now 
undergone very great improvements, and that it isnow considerably cheaper 
than Scotch pig-iron. Very few foundries will, unless prices droop con- 
siderably, think of paying more for an article which they can have in Ger- 
many*equally good for their purposes, and at much lessexpense. The iron 
production in Westphalia is progressing yearly, and the quality is im- 
proving adequately, so much so, in fact, that large shipments of spiegel 
eisen are now being sent into Great Britain.

THE CAUSE OF BOILER EXPLOSIONS. 

Sir,—In the Mining Journal for May 2, 1862, p. 299, I perceive an 
article headed “The Cause of Boiler Explosions.” The writer of this 
letter is of opinion that many, if not all, explosions are caused by the im- 
mense quantity of ammoniacal gas which is absorbed by all waters, under 
certain circumstances. It is a well-known fact that one pint of cold water 
will absorb 800 pints of ammoniacal gas, and yet the pint measure will be 
no more full after it has absorbed the pints of gas than it was when the 
water was pure. You are aware, Sir, that ammoniacal gas is compounded 
of hydrogen and nitrogen gases in certain proportions. ‘These when united 
with the oxygen and hydrogen in a state of heat at which their affinity for 
each other is destroyed form the most explosive ingredients in nature. 
Oxygen and hydrogen when decomposed will not explode on coming in 
contact with red-hot iron, unless there is nitrogen in contact with it. The 
writer has worked them apart for years along with red-hot iron, but they 
explode immediately » introduce the atmosphere, or ammonia, in a state 
of decomposition. Hence every boiler that is worked in the presence of 
many operatives ought to be filled with water that has been previously 
boiled in the open air, and from which all the ammonia has been driven 
off; then there will be no explosion, unless the boiler-plates are faulty. 





It might be prevented by having the safety-valve open all the time that | 
the steam is getting up, and (say) ten minutes or a quarter of an hour after. 
By that means all the ammonia will escape first through the safety-valve. 
Then the feed water should be boiled, either in a separate boiler, or the 
exhaust steam might be turned into it until it is boiled, and then forced 
back by the engine-pump into the boiler. Gerorce Loven.

CIRCULAR SAWS—VENTILATION OF MINES. 


Srr,—Mr. G. Hunter, in last week’s Journal, asks—* Of what material 
the circular saws will be made which I propose for more rapidly deve- 
loping our mines, and what the teeth are like,” and says he believes I 
might just as well have told the pues to get a powerful bellows and blow 
through the rocks, In Cornwall we believe that cause and effect go on, 
and that whatever has been accomplished can be again in any department, 
provided the same means are used. One instance of the application of 
saw-cutting I may mention—that is, that the sarcophagus which was 
made for him who was so good, so great, and so valuable to this country, 
I mean the late Duke of Wellington, was cut by a saw from one of the 
hardest rocks in the world, and from Cornwall. I would not have softer 
material in the saws than the beautiful decomposed granite which we have 
in our rich tin mines in Cardinham, Lanivet, and Luxillian, near Bodmin. 
Respecting improvements in mine-working, we can, of course, also bring 
machinery to bear much in the same way for sinking and driving as it is 
now done by manual labour. What I want is to have better ventilation, 
greater dispatch, and still better balance-sheets. In these matters I am, 
personally, greatly interested, and, perhaps, Mr. Hunter will at least try 
to assist in our endeavours to save some expense in working the machi- 
nery.—70, Nengate-street, B.C., Nov. 19, T. M. Pascor. 





BRITISH AND FOREIGN MINE ADVENTURES. 


Sir,—Immediately following my letter of Oct. 27, you published an- 
other upon the same subject from “‘ J. A. D. H.,” initials which I at once 
recognised as those of Mr. Heidtmann, the English representative of the 
Zollern Colliery Company—one of those to which Ialluded. I have ever 
since been anxiously looking for his refutation of my assertions as to the 
unprofitable nature of German mining adventure, when undertaken by 
English capitalists. As Mr. Heidtmann must be well acquainted with at 
least sorne of the cases to which I have referred, the only conclusion that 
can be drawn from his silence is that my assertions are unanswerable, and 
that German mining isa most dangerous undertaking to embark in. 

Having worked in more than one of the mines belonging to some of the 
companies named, I have seen nothing so striking as to justify an Eng- 
lish capitalist in preferring German mines to even the speculative mines 
of Cornwall. The German miners are capital fellow-workmen, and I 
admit that Cornwall would profit much by introducing more of their ma- 
chinery and processes ; but it appears that it is the very poverty of the 
German mines that has compelled them to invent such beautiful contri- 
vances, Indeed, I believe more profit would result from working over 
the Cornish halvans, than from developing the best of the German mines 
which have yet been offered to the English capitalist.

BRITISH AND FOREIGN MINE ADVENTURES. 


Sm,—Your correspondent, J. Trevethick, in the Journal of October 31, 
though not supporting the attack of ““N. N.” against the investment 
of English capital in Prussian mines on the ground of patriotism, yet 
does so on the ground that there is “‘an absence of demonstration, com- 
mercial and financial,” that such an investment is, or has been, profitable 
to the English capitalist. The assertion of ‘‘ N. N.” was to the effect— 
first, that the absence of social stability in Prussia; and, secondly, the vexa- 
tious interference of burgomeisters and other small authorities, rendered 
such investments highly hazardous, These warnings, therefore, I presume, 
may be considered unnecessary. On this second point I can state, from 
official authority, that the burgomeisters in Prussia have not the slightest 
authority over, or right of interference with, mines: these are subject to a 
special Government department, and to the officers appointed by it. The 
demonstration required by J. Trevethick wouid be a very reasonable one, 
were he able to prove that the capital in the companies whose names he 
brings forward was solely English capital, under English management, 
and, ergo, it was lost. Iam, however, able to affirm, of my own know- 
ledge, that in one of the companies named at least one-half of the capital 
was not English, but German and Dutch; and that at first one Dutchman, 
and subsequently two, were on the board of directors. The inference 
sought to be drawn is, therefore, so far not borne out by facts. Neither 
can he, on the other hand, show that English capital is not, or has not 
been, profitably employed in German mining companies, unless he can 
prove that German mining is altogether a failure. A little enquiry, how- 
ever, would have shown that there are German mining companies, and 
companies of Belgians and Frenchmen, successfully carrying on mining in 
Germany, and making large profits, thus affording the demonstration re- 
quired. I cannot imagine your correspondent to be so decidedly un- 
patriotic as to think that where the Belgian and Frenchmen succeed the 
Englishman cannot. The following are the names of four companies, Bel- 
gian and French, now in successful operation: —Dubois and Company, the 
Fischbach Company, the Sieben Gebirge Company, the Vieille Montagne 
Company. Successful German companies are legion. { give the names 
of a few:—

Some of the above are iron mines, producing each yearly 60,000 tons ironstone of the 
best quality. 

Mr. Trevethick enumerates seven mining companies established in Eng- 
land for working German mines that have failed within, perhaps, as many 
years; but how do these failures compare with the failures of English mines 
in England? Why, in the one Mining Journal of Aug. 29, 1863, there 
are advertisements notifying the winding-up or the selling off of the ma- 
chinery and materials of no less than fourteen mines! Is this considered 
any argument against the investment of English capital in mining adven- 
ture in England? Certainly not; it can only avail as an argument for cau- 
tion in the selection of mines to invest in, and for enquiry into the charac- 
ter, respectability, and knowledge of the projectors and their mining en- 
gineers; so let the judgment be in respect to mining adventure in Ger- 
many. With reference tothe remonstrance addressed to you, Mr. Editor, 
for having announced the advent of two interesting little strangers, rejoic- 
ing in the appropriate names of ‘‘ Grosse Hoffnung,” the Great Hope” (of 
its parents), and ‘* New born little children,” ‘‘ Neue gebornen Kindlein,” 
I must leave it to their fathers (should I not say their nursing mothers?) 
to account for the accident of their non-arrival; and sympathising with 
your correspondent on the non-fulfilment of his ‘ Grosse Hoffnung” in 
his former German adventures, I will conclade with the refrain of an old 
song, of the advantage of which mostof us have had agreeable experience,

STATE OF THE SOUTH WALES IRON DISTRICTS. 


Sir,—No doubt frequent accounts have ere this reached you respecting 
the rapid rate of emigration among the Welsh operatives, and as you are 
fully aware that I am an operative puddler, you will permit me to show 
forth some few of the many evils and gross inconsistencies that are at pre- 
sent so disadvantageously besetting this class of men, and which are, no 
doubt, the principal means of inducing so many to leave the land of their 
birth and place of adoption. Some time since there was published in the Journal a few 
simple conditions which, if properly observed, would tend materially to assist the pud- 
dier in his arduous undertaking, ané, at the same time, give the employer some thou- 
sands per annum more profit upon his invested capital. Since that time I have beenin 
a number of ironworks in the two counties, and, indeed, in a majority of these works 
these simple conditions are daily further departed from, and in many are entirely set at 
nought. The first of the conditions to which I allude is a requisite temperature in the 
interior of the puddle-furnance, to render all kinds of iron fluid previous to undergoing 
the operation for giving it the chemical change by puddling. 

As it is perfectiy understood how many feet of atmospherie air can be consumed in a 
given time, by passing through an air-farnace of given dimensions, I would suggest 
that the same should be applied to puddle-furnaces, as at present the structure of the 
furnace, and the coal generally used, are inadequate to the amount of work imposed 
upon them, In the first place, there should be built a furnace, having an indicator as 
to the number of feet of atmospheric air it would consume per hour, having different 
coal supplied to the same, in order to test the different rates of consumption of the fur- 
nace or coal; and, further, it would then be discovered from this practical development 
whether both the rate of consumption and flow of atmospheric air through the furnace 
would be adeq to plete, or properly malleablise, 4 ewts. 2 qrs. of cast-iron in 
the time required. There is yet another, and, indeed, a very important question to be 
considered in connection with the above—it should be understood where the greatest 
amount of combustion would take place in the interior of the furnace, in order to be en- 
abled to give the same an equal distribution by a more perfect construction or formation 
of the furnace. As instances of the rates of unequa! heats or combustion, I have fre- 
quently witnessed, even where good coal has been supplied, the structure of the furnace 
to be such as to produce half-a-dozen different degrees of heat in the same furnace, 
with the same number of qualities of iron from the same charge, and oftentimes in the 
same ball of iron. I will endeavour to show how these diffefent heats practically, 
affect the yield by puddling alone. Under these conditions, probably the hottest part of 
the furnace is in the flue, where the brickwork has to be renewed, perhaps, twenty times 
before the body of the furnace is worn out, With these different rates of heat the iron 
cannot become malleable altogether in any reasonable time—some parts of the charge 
is still boiling whilst the other parts are fit for removal; one part is rapidly consuming 
for want of removal, whiist the other (probably one-fifth of the entire charge) is still 
in a fluid state, in consequence of the inequality of the heat reaching different parts of 
the bottom of the furnace. The iron being removed in this unequal state, a portion of 
taw iron must form of the mass, and this at the first or second descent of the 
squeezer must fall off the ball by being shingled. Now,allowing only 8 lbs. per charge 
to be so lost, the annual loss in a forge of 20 furnaces only would be no less than 572 tons. 

My principal object is to do away with uncertainty, that certainty may take its place 
—I want the ironmasters or their agents to erect such a furnace that there shall be at all 
times when in operation a true test of its abilities to produce what is required, without 
degrading the operative, or over-taxing his physical abilities. If such a furnace as I 
have suggested were built, the most uninitiated in this branch could at all times point 
out the true abilities of the same. Negligence on the part of anyone would soon be- 
come apparent, as the rate of air consumed would soon be indicated by this simple con- 
trivance, But, on the other hand, a puddle-farnace will soon give an indication of its 
heating powers without the above appliances. But why is coal of such worthless cha- 
racter frequently sent to the puddler? the erroneous supposition apparently being that 
any sort of coal will do for puddling purposes. I have myself had to contend with coal 
in puddling that contained 15 per cent. of dirt and as much as 10 gallons of water in the 
ton. Supposing we are required to work eight charges in 12 hours, the time allotted to 
each charge would be1% hour; these eight charges must be produced, or the workman 
will lose nearly Is. in the 12 hours. But the time occupied in removing the clinker 
from the grate, and in evaporating the water, 80 destroys the draught, that frequently 
two hours are occupied in operating on a single charge, which time cannot be recovered ; 
so the rate of production is lessened from this cause alone 1 ton per week from each fur- 
nace. Nor is this the only loss; for the yield would be at ‘east one quarter per 
less, Which would represent a loss (on seven charges in twelve hours) of 83 tons in one 
year from each furnace, 

Now, I would ask, is it likely that workmen will quietly submit. to a state of things 
which results in a daily reduction of 1s. 6d. in their wages? ‘The masters have relied 
too long on their agents, and the complaints of the workmen have been disregarded; 
their struggles for conditions to enable them to work with credit to themselves and 
honour to their employers have never been recognised as they ought. An intelligent 
puddler has become a very rare and dangerous being. Truth and honesty in his calling 
is a very dangerous element, and competency on the part of a workman is another. The 
many painful proofs I have witnessed enables me to be very sure on the matter. If 
there be any at a loss to understand why workmen are so ready to leave the country, 
and why thousands of all classes are ready to follow provided they had the means, they 
need only consider that this trade has been sent naked into the world, the conditions to 
be observed in giving it a practical direction never having been satisiactorily elucidated, 
There can be no material improvement in the condition of the working puddler until 
some humane and intelligent ironmaster can establish some reliable and substantial con- 
ditions to give a consolidated base to this branch. The property entrusted to his careis 
a great source of mortification to the senses of the puddier; for, after using his utmost 
skill, he finds that the el are so di d nst him, and being more rapid and 
sure than any movement he can execute, he is farther mortified that he must resign the 
unequal contest by losing his master’s property, his wages, and very likely his charac- 
ter as a workman. 

Another piece of economy lately introducd into puddling are blast fans. In places 
where the puddiers have been supplied with good coal that would render his iron fluid 
this has been superseded by small coal, having every essential as before described, and 
resulting in the same losses—the non-bituminous nature of the coal will not consume 
the atmospheric air, as it is driven through thegrate. At the same time, I am not pre- 
pared to say but these fans can effect a great saving in coal, but it ought to be conditional 
again; for all sorts of small coal will not suit, but small coal free from slag, and of @ 
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bituminous nature, would answer, with these fans, all the purposes of large coal; even 
a mixture of bituminous and free-burning coal might do. The late ill-used and talented 
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tmuel Baldwyn Rogers has oftentimes described the insane waste, as he termed it, that 

curred by conducting the workings of biast-furnaces, resulting in the production of 

hite sulphury pig. This bas, no doubt, induced some hundreds of good workmen to 

‘oss the Atlantic, for this produce cannot be relied upon except to deprive the workmen 

{their hire, After it has with great difficulty passed through the hands of the pud- 
ler, and is sent into the mills, and converted into something like marketable form, 
here is often as much as 20 percent. that has to be cut off to be reworked: making only 
§ moderate calculation of the loss [ could satisfy any rational being that the stubborn 
ind unyielding nature of this product from white sulphury pig involves an annual loss 
equal at least to five weeks’ production, 

Another evil is that there is not the least difference made between the slovenly and 
negligent and those who are more careful and competent; and I believe there is not in 
the whole range of South Wales any premium or other inducement offered to induce 
operatives to become skilful in their calling or honest in their dealings with their em- 
ployers. The party that produces in puddling the highest figure in the weight-book is 
the man best thought of; no man is estimated by his merits, Thus A and B work 
alternate turns in the same furnace, A can,and does, produce honestly 30 tons per year 
more than B. Of course, he has the wages for the same, but he is, probably, the first to 
be discharged for some trifling offence. It is this A class that find their way to the 
Western World in the greatest numbers, There are some works in Wales so destitute 
of the A class that they have to employ boys in this branch, who are scarcely able to 
lift the tongs to the furnace. All we ask is better treatment, and the introduction of more 
practical knowledge, BENJaMIN ROGERS,

THE THEORY OF EARTHQUAKES, 


Sir.—The hills serve an important purpose in the effective operations of 
the fissures of the rock, as may appear from the following: — 

“ Some of the phenomena of lightning are explained on the principle of induced elec- 
tricity. When, for instance, a negatively electrified cloud approaches the earth, all ob- 
jects in its vicinity are positively excited ; and when it comes within what is called the 
striking distance—that is, so near that the effort of theelectricity to pass from the posi- 
tive to the negative body the resi of the intermediate stratum of air— 
the equilibrium is restored, with a report and a flash of light exactly as in the discharge 
of a Leyden phial.”* 

There are two kinds of fissures in the earth, depending more particularly 
on their position; the one nearly horizontal, the other vertical, or deviating 
from it, apparently diverted by the courses in their vicinity. The horizontal 





fissures predominate near the surface, and for the depth of 20 fms. they 


are very open; and, from their letting out much water, are by the miners 
denominated flats. 

The vertical fissures are not so open—both kinds have a thin coating of 
mineral; and, from the small callosities and asperities on the almost con- 
tiguous surface, it may be inferred that their office is something more than 
mere passages for the percolation of water. In the time of drought the 
water passes out, leaving the fissure dry; a plate of air is then introduced. 
It is known that dry air is a non-conductor, and moist air a conductor of 
electricity. How long the dry air, when first introduced, will remain ina 
state of siccity may be investigated; but no doubt it will be soon saturated 
with humidity when the wetseasoncommences. The plate of air is forced 
out and a plate of water admitted; but from the elevation of the hills it 
has a gradual downward and onward motion, leaving no doubt on the mind 
that an effect is produced analogous to the collapsing of the rubber against 
the plate of an electrical machine. How very different must be the condi- 
tion of the mountain and valley, according as the season may be wet or dry. 
May not the fissures in either case be surcharged, and the atmospheric 
electricity comingin contact with them effect a discharge? In the last few 
weeks the fissures have been in a transition state, by the removal of the air- 
plate and the substitution of one of water. ‘The passage of athunderstorm 
directed to the fissures might produce an explosion, and restore the equili- 
brium, as in the late earthquake, This occurred, no doubt, in one of the 
horizontal fissures, but received its communication from the atmosphere 
through the perpendicular ones. Mr. Samuel Moyle being in South 
America some years ago, was arrested by a subterranean noise, and, gaz- 
ing in that direction, he saw the earth heaving like a wave, and progress- 
ing towards the spot on which he stood. At length he found himself 
raised by the billow, and gradually subsided into his former position—the 
undulation still passing on. 

MM. Heginus and Wilcke discovered that a stratum of air may be 
charged in the same manner as a plate of glass, when its opposite surfaces 
are placed in contact with metallic plates, which serve as a coating to the 
plate of air. Take two circular boards, each 3 or 4 ft. in diameter, per- 
fectly smooth, with their edges rounded. Coat one side of each board with 
tinfoil, so that it may be turned up over the edge of the board; and let it 
be burnished so as to render it as smooth as possible. Let them be placed 
with their coated sides parallel to each other horizontally, and so that they 
may be set at a greater or smaller distance; and they must both be insu- 
lated. For this purpose, fix oneof the boards on a strong support of glass, 
or backed wood, and suspend the other by silken strings from the ceiling, 
from which it may be raised or lowered by a proper pulley. The boards, 
being placed at the distance of about | in. from each other, on their being 
electrified the stratum of air interposed between them will present pheno- 
mena similar to those of a plate of glass under the same circumstances. 
On connecting one of the boards with the prime conductor, while the other 
is insulated, the air will receive no charge, agreeably to what was remarked 
of an insulated Leyden phial. But if, while one of the boards is electrified 
from the prime conductor, the other be made to communicate with the 
earth, or other conducting bodies, the plate of air will receive a charge; 
and when the communication between the boards is completed by conduc- 
tors an explosion will take place.t Is it not more difficult to account for 
quiescence than disturbance. Joun TRURAN

MINING IN NATAL. 


Smr,—The British colony of Natal, on the south-eastern coast of Africa, 
between the 29th and 31st parallels of south latitude, and separated from 
Cape Colony only by a small portion of coast land, partially occupied by 
native tribes, promises shortly to become the scene of extensive mining 
operations in coal and iron, The geological ch ter of the tain chain of Natal, 
known as the range of the Drakenburg, or Kathlamba Mountains, long since led to the 
conjecture of their containing vast deposits of mineral wealth. Researches carried on 
‘wring the past twelve months have changed this conjecture to actual evidence. The 





aw /erpendicalar sides of the table lands and mountains in the coast division, generally pre- 
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ant strata of real sandstone, What is most striking is the perfect horizontalism of these 
strvta. In several places, the mountains seem to have been worn by water up to the 
very top of the rocks. Many of the rounded hills in the valley are moraines. Nearly 
all the streams flow over beds of gneiss, granite, or trap rock, and in their channels abound 
large boulders of these rocks. All the varieties of quartz are found in the beds of the 
streams and on the lower hills, The beach presents a few miles of sandstone strata, 
then intervene basalt, or pudding-stone, gneiss, or granite, in distinct sections, each oc- 
cupying in succession from 50 rods to 5 miles. Between two of the inland rivers, with 
& distance in latitude of 18 miles, and at an elevation of 400 feet above the sea, is a mass 
of greenstone conglomerate, surmounted towards the northern part by Ifumi Hill,a 
mass of sandstone three miles in circumference, and 300 feet high. Embedded in this 
greenstene are fragments, both angular aud worn, of quartz, granite, porphyry, jasper, 
and sienite. Adjoining this formation is a district of slatestone, On the Umdwalumi 
River is found a black oxide of iron, resembling lava. 

At Biggarsburg,in the county of Newcastle, and near a mountain known as Job’s 
Kop, @ coal field bas been brought to light, which is pronounced inexhaustible by ex- 
perienced and practical surveyors, whilst the coal itself, free from any apparent sul- 
Phurous mixture, is of as good a character as could be desired. It presents itself at pre- 
sent as an unavailable mine of wealth, owing to its remoteness from the populated por- 
tion of the colony—a narrow strip on the coast—and its distance from the chief town 
and port. This distance (150 miles) would be of comparatively little account but for the 
steep ascent by which the locality must bereached. The high land of the colony, which 
is 6000 feet above the level of the sea, is only distant at any point from the coast from 
100 to 250 miles. This range, after a sudden rampart-like dip, descends in irregular 
terraces, constituting an upland, midland, and lower tract. It is on the first of these 
the newly-discovered coal beds are situate, and the estimated cost of a railway to bring 
the field in connection with Durban is not less than 1,000,000/, Still, such is the inex- 
haustibility of the coal bed, so urgent the demand of the colonists for a supply, that the 
combined scheme of constructing a railway and working the coal beds has been decided 
to be a paying one, provided a monopoly of working any coal or iron mines in the waste 
lands lying to the north of the River Umgeni can be secured to the company undertak- 
ing it for the space of 30 years, and a concession of six miles in width be obtained along 
the whole route of the intended line. The Legislative Council of the colony has favour- 
ably entertained this scheme. The population of Natal at no distant period will push 
far up into the uplands. Already, whilst producing in perfection all our English serials, 
Natal is becoming prominent in the production of sugar. The railway will not only be 
serviceable for the transport of ore, but for the trade of Natal with the interior. Goods 
for the Overburg trade, now carried as far as Ladismith for 10/. a ton, will by this rail- 
Way cost only 30s. a ton. 

The part of the proposal to work the iron mines in the locality indicated is not the 
least important. A large amount of machinery for sugar-works and agricultural pur- 
Poses is now annually imported. The establishment of ironworks must involve, in the 
first instance, a large outlay in the introduction of suitable machinery from England, and 
hence the necessity of a concession to secure compensation. 

Copper has been found in Natal, and some descriptions of white metal seem to exist 
in the Zalu country. During one of his journeys, a traveller observed in places where 
the rain had washed away the surface a glittering mineral, which apparently possessed 
Some metallic properties. He dug a considerable quantity, but could not induce the na- 
tives to carry it. They said that some years before a mineral was dug which turned 
to 4 beautiful glossy white colour when melted. The chiefs had ornaments manufac- 
tured from the new metal, abandoning the old-fashioned iron rings to their people; but 
several of the former paying died, the-malady was attributed to the ornaments, The 


| individuals who had discovered the metal were slain, those who had made the rings 
shared their fate, the ornaments were buried where the ore had been found, and the 
metal was ordered not to be dug upon painof death. Whena native blacksmith wishes 
| to smelt iron ore, he provides himself with a sufficient quantity of charcoal. He then 
digs a hole to serve for a furnace, and buries a short tube of cvuarse pottery, one end of 
which communicates with the furnace, while in the other extrewity he inserts a horn, 
und in that the nozzle of his bellows. By this means the blast is directed under the fire. 
Several bellows are sometimes used. The brass (obtained through the Amatonga, from 
the Portuguese at Delagoa Bay) is melted in crucibles of coarse sandstone, which are 
sank in the glowing charcoal. The metal is either then ran into bars for forming throat 
rings and armlets, or into smaller clay moulds for knobs and studs, Picks and hoes, 
axes and assegais, are the principal articles manufactured by the smiths. Many of the 
brass ornaments formerly made by native artists are obtained from European traders, 
Sheets of copper are still in great demand with the natives. Cc.

SLATE QUARRIES, AND REPORTS. 

Sir,—The Journal of March 21 contains an account of the annual 
general meeting of the Moelwyn Slate Company and the directors’ re- 
port thereon, from which the directors led the shareholders to expect 
that 25 tons of slate would be made per diem at the end of three months 
from that time, and in two months the turbine and machinery would be 
ready for work. On May 25, fully two months after this publication, a 

hareholder of the y invited me to accompany him tosee the quarry, We walked 
to the Moelwyn at once, and on the way I endeavoured to reduce his great expectations 
and lessen the disappointment he must feel should the report not be verified by our in- 
spection. On reaching the quarry we found that no turbine, or part of it, was on the 
property, the inclines were not finished, and no machinery was to be seen, except one 
hand-power saw-table. The galleries, from which so much had been expected, were 
suspended, to try two new levels and one open clearing further north ; and up to Sept. 30 
he will not find a single ton of slates from the Great Moelwyn entered in the shipping- 
list of Portmadoc. 

This shareholder smiled at my remark that a quarry was not completed in a day, and 
the directors would find in four years’ time they would not be able to keep up a make of 
25 tons per day for twelve months successively. If he reads this letter he will begin to 
feel convinced that he obtained a more correct report from a stranger, after half-an- 
hour’s inspection than the paid directors, engineers, and secretary had been able to fur- 
nish after two years’ study. 

Mach has been written against mining and quarrying. Both are alike subject to 
many and bitter disappointments; but the greatest of all is when shareholders are led 
to expect great and profitable results at the very commencement of the undertaking. 
Most men are satisfied if they get a profit after years of perseverance; now, new quar- 
ries are brought out to pay a profit the first year. The shares are quoted at a premirm 
on the market. The public swallows the bait, subscribes 50,0007. or 100,000/., and get 
“ hooked” beforea single slate has been made. There are plenty of quarries on the true 
vein more than half developed, in which more capital is required, and these would make 
good returns before the new ones were uncovered. If the public would only exercise 
judgment, and select with care, no more complaints would be heard of slate quarrying.

It 
is a well-known fact that the richest and cleanest dressed cargo of ore ever shipped from 
Coosheen Mine was dressed by W. Tonkin, The “ Olid Miner” says that when Captain 
W. Thomas took the management there was not 1 ton of ore in sight. This isnot very 
likely, as Capt. John Martin sold out his shares at that very time at 1007. per share. 
The “ Old Miner” says that the lode was lost— heaved by a cross-course, and nobody in 
the mine could tell where to findit. I never heard that anyone was asked where the 
lode was gone. Iknowthis,that when Capt. Thomas took the management he extended 
the deep adit level some 30 or 40 fms. by the side of the lode, as far as the cross-course, or 
dislocation, and stoped away what copper he could find after, and then extended the deep 
adit on the cross-course south, and cut into a rich shoot of ore by the side of a great 
elvan, which was named Thomas’slode. Anyone of common sense would have continued 
the deep adit in the same direction. Can“ Old Miner” inform me under whose manage- 
ment the 30 fathoms that were sunk under adit, on Thomas’s lode, was filled up? Can 
“Old Miner” inform me under whose management the shallow adit level was driven 
until it popped out to grass? It wanted a diallerthere,I think. The “ Old Miner” has 
often heard that they got no copper worth notice until they got to the point of the elvan, 
both in the shallow and deepadits; but “ Old Miner” never heard they found the point 
of elvan which was lost, the elvan being cutin twoby aslide. The“ Old Miner” says 
that I was never underground In Schull Bay Mine. It is true forhim that I was never 
underground in Coosheen Mine, since it was designated Schull Bay Mine. I wonder that 
your Cork correspondent, who had so much praise of Schull Bay Mine, had not remarked 
on the site chosen for the engine so near the bounds of the sett, leaving four parallel lodes 
within from 10 to 15 fms. of each other almost wholly unexplored ; some of them left 
all in virgin ground from the cross-course west to the sea—200 fms. or more, not even 
a costeaning-pit sunk on the back of the lodes. 
Whoever the mysterious “ Old Miner” is, I can assure him that Capt. Thomas always 
contrived to keep clever men with him to dothe work. I can likewise assure him that 
W. Tonkin has not been made the dupe of any party, neither does he intend to be duped 
by any incompetent person, and can positively assert that all he has stated are undeniable 
facts.— Dhurode, Nov. 16.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 


Sir,—As may naturally be supposed, the numerous letters which have 
appeared in the Mining Journal during the last fifteen months, signed 
‘* A Cautious Man,” have brought me a vast amount of correspondence. 
Many parties having put questions to me, which I imagine are continu- 
ally occurring to the generality of mining speculators, I have thought pro- 
per to devote this letter to replies to some few of them. 
Iam frequently asked the following Question :— When shares are quoted in the 
papers at (say) 4 to 444, ought a broker, when selling for aclient, to procure for him 
something above the lowest price ; or, when ordered to buy shares for him, to procure 
them at less than the highest price?”—ANswer: When a share is quoted 4 to 4%, the 
ing is pposing there is busi doing in the shares, which is not always the 
case) that the dealers or jobbers are buyers at 47. and sellers at 47. 10s.; therefore, ifa 
broker has to se?/ shares for aclient, he can, in general, make only the lowest quotation ; 
but if be has to buy, he must pay the highest quotation. Sometimes it happens that 
the broker may have two clients who want to deal both ways in the same shares, and 
in that case the medium price can generally be dealt in, thus favouring both buyer and 
seller. At other times a private jobber, knowing what the quotations are, may offer to 
deal in the shares at the highest or lowest quotations, and agree to pay commission ; in 
which case the broker’s client ought to have the shares returned to him at neét prices— 
that is, if a share be quoted 4 to 44, and he should sell at 4 (the buyer paying commis- 
sion), the price 4/7. ought to be returned to the seller nett, and vice versa should he give 
an order to buy. If, however, the business has to be done through a pudlic jobber, the 
extreme prices will be returned, and commission charged. I may as well remark, that 
in shares in which a great deal of business is doing, there is rarely more than 5s. differ- 
ence between the highest and lowest price on a 4/. share,and very frequently only 28. 6d. 

The above will be a sufficient answer to those who are continually complaining that 
when they sel? they generally can get only the lowest quotation, and that when they 
buy they generally have to pay the highest quotation. How can it be otherwise, unless 
in the case I have mentioned? Is it not the same on the Stock Exchange? Speculators 
may say that the prices are much closer there. Very true; but the risks the jobber 
has to ran there, are nothing equal to what heruns in buying mining shares, as he may 
have to keep them for months before he can find a purchaser for them. This isnot the 
case with the securities generally dealt in on the Stock Exchange. 

Question : “ How is it that there is such a difference in quotations in the daily papers, 
the prices in some shares frequently varying as much as 20 per cent. ?”—ANsweER: This 
question can best be answered by stating the fact, that the quotations are sent to the 
daily papers by three or four different brokers, who frequently differ in prices. Some 
of the papers average the quotations sent, and thus give a close approximation to the 
truth. It will be quite evident to anyone that such differences in the; prices quoted 
must be very annoying to both broker and client. For instance, a broker may have 
sold shares for a client at 4/. each; and in the morning paper which the client may see 
the following day, he may notice the very same shares quoted at 414 to 434; the real 
price being at the same time only 4 to 444. The brokers who send the prices have a 
great advantage over other brokers, by being free from the grumblings of their clients. 

Some of the papers send early in the day for the list of prices, whilst others will not 
send until the market is closed. Now, considering that mining shares are continually 
fluctuating in price, surely every paper should wait until the last moment, so that the 
closing prices’ may be given, This, however, will only partly explain the cause of 
the difference in the prices that may appear on the following day. There are some spe- 
culators who cannot understand how it is that their shares have been sold at (say) 4/., 
when it was evident to everyone that shares in the same mine were sold at 5/.,and even 
61.,0n the same day. Such persons must know that at times the fluctuations in min- 
ing stock, even within two or three hours, are very great. Witness the recent transac- 
tions in East Wheal Russell. 

Question : “‘ How is it that, although the prices in a certain mine are quoted daily, 
yet when shares are offered for sale, even at the lowest quotation, a purchaser cannot be 
found ?”—ANsWER: It frequently happens that the jobbers are so full of stock that but 
few of them have money to buy more, and thus there are at times no purchasers of even 
really good stock to be found, to say nothing of doubtful stock. This often bappens near 
the account-day, and, therefore, speculators should rather sell just afler an account-day 
than just before it, The account days are neer the middle and end of every month. If 
sales are forced at such times the prices drop considerably, and it is not an easy matter 
to get them up again. The principal cause of the great depression of good stock at the 
present time is owing to certain parties having over-speculated, and who have in con- 
sequence of it been compelled to sell for what they can get offered. 1 have frequently 

stated that many men get ruined by such rashness, and I now repeat it. 

Question : ‘* What is meant by brokers offering to makea price in shares ?” ANSWER : 
Supposing a broker has @ quantity of shares in a certain mine to dispose of for a client, 
it is not right that he should let others know that he isa seller; he, therefore, waite 
until he hears some one offer “ to make a price.” We will say it is a 51. share, and the 
broker has 20 to dispose of. He hears a broker offer to make a 5s, price in 100 of them, 
or any less number, say 5 to 544 ; he now, should he consider the price a fair one, sells 
him the shares at 5/. If,on the other hand, he wanted to buy, the broker who made 
the price would be compelled to se/? at 514, it being an understood thing that when two 














| brokers agree in making a price, one must sell, and the other must buy. Brokers by 
| this system frequently get caught out of stock, and as frequently get saddled with stock, 
| Much to their annoyance. For instance,one broker has a notion that another broker is 
| @ seller of a certain stock, and he offers to make him a 5s. or 2s, 6d. price in 100 shares. 
If the other consents, he must either buy or sell the 100 shares. The first broker think- 
| ing the other is a seller, makes a price a little lower than that of the market, when, to 
| his astonishment, he finds he was a buyer all the time, and he thas is compelled to part 
with his shares at most probably a lower price than he can replace them. Brokers are 
often compelled to run these risks. Another method of transacting business is as fol- 
lows :—The price of a certain share, we will say, is 5 to 544, and the broker wants to 
deal at 534. He asks another broker “if he has basiness in 50 or 100 shares at that 
price?” if the broker replies in the affirmative, they “ write” with each other —that is, 
50 or 100 shares are to be dealt in at 514. Each broker now writes on a slip of paper 
the words “ buy” or “ sell” —of course, unknown to each other. If both write “ buy) 
or both write “ sell,” no business is transacted ; but if one writes “ buy,” and the other 
“sell,” the business is done in the 50 or 100 shares at 544. This is the safest way toact 
when a broker has business only one way, but if he has business both ways—that is, 
when he is enabled to both buy and sell—the other plan is the best. 
It will be seen by the above that the broker takes every care to do his client’s business 
as advantageously as possible. Next week I shall probably reply toa few more questions.

Gop Mining in Vicrorta.—At the Statistical Society, on Tuesday, 
Mr. H. 8. Chapman, of Melbourne, read a paper on the “ Industrial Pro~ 
gress of Victoria, as connected with its Gold Mining.” The object of the 
paper was to show that, although the production of gold in this colony had 
greatly fallen off since 1856, yet a marked develop of the of Victoria had, 
nevertheless, taken place. In 1856 the gold produced amounted to 2,986,000 ozs.; at 
each subsequent year it declined, In 1862 it was only 1,712,000 ozs.,and for the present 
year Mr. Chapman estimated the yield at 1,500,000 to 1,600,000 ozs. The losa in the 
value produced in 1862, as compared with 1856, was upwards of 5,009,0001. The rival 
gold fields of New South Wales and New Zealand continued to attract a considerable 
number of persons from Victoria, In 1856 the crop of wheat grown in the colony was 
1,148,000 bushels; in 1852 it was about 4,150,000. During the same time oats had in 
creased from 615,000 to 2,633,000 bushels. The cultivation of the vine hed increased, 
In 1859 there 993,000 grape vines; in 1862 there were 3,818,000, The growth of tobacco 
had beenencouraged. In 1862 there were 220 acres under cultivation. Machinery, rail- 
way and private carriages,are now extensively made in Victoria, Sugar refining is also 
carried on in the colony, as well as many other branches of the manufacture, for which, 
a few years since, the inhabitants had to depend upon importations. The banking sta- 
tistics of the colony were then discussed. During the last six years the bank deposits 
had increased 34 per cent.; the accommodation given to the public had increased from 
6,596,0002. to 10,005,000/., or more than 50 per cent. Mr. Chapman remarked that, 
* whilst the Iabilit'es of all the banks have only increased half a million, the assets 
have increased a million and a half; and whilst they have all continued to pay good 
dividends—generally 10 per cent.—their reserve funds have increased about 20 per cent,’ 
During the last few years the most striking feature in the industrial condition of Vic- 
toria has been the decrease in the production of gold, and the substitution of other enter- 
prises for that of gold mining. 

Cornisu Pompinc-Encines.—At the Institation of Civil Engineers, on 
Tuesday, Mr. W. Morshead, jun., read a paper “On the Duty of the 
Cornish Pumping-Engines.” It appeared, from a tabular statement pre- 
pared by the proprietor of ‘‘ Lean’s Engine Reporter,” for the years 1841 
to 1860 inclusive, that the average duty of these engines had fallen off from 
68 millions in 1844 to52 millions in 1860, or 25 percent. ; also, that less interest was now 
felt in the performance of these engines; as, while 50 were reported in 1841, only 15 were 
reported in 1858,and 25 in 1860. Although the nominal, or reported, duty showed this 
marked diminution, it was not asserted that there had been an actnal falling off to the 
extent thus indicated; for the duty-paper did not take into account the quality of the 
coal, which was certainly inferior to that used twenty years ago; besides which, the 
present practice of sinking the engine-shaft for the whole or part of its depth in an ine 
clined direction upon the course of the lode, must have tended to increase the friction of 
the pitwork, and the mines were also deeper than formerly. Nor was expansion of 
steam adopted to so great extent now as it was some years ago; it was then carried fur- 
ther than was compatible with safety, as was evidenced by the repeated breakages of 
the main rod, the piston-rod, and the other principal parts of the engine. But, after 
allowing for all these legitimate causes of the falling off of duty, it was thought that the 
average duty of the county was still at least ten millions below what it should be. 
The author next examined the causes of this decline, and then discussed the means by 
which it might be remedied. The primary cause he belfeved to be the indifference of 
the mine proprietors to the performances of the engines. So many accidents attended the 
use of high-steam, cut off at an early part of the stroke, that economy of fuel came to 
be regarded as synonymous with repeated breakages; but it was quite possible to raise 
the duty considerably above the present average, without resorting to an undue rate of 
expansion. This might be accomplished by a more perfect and extended system of re- 
porting the engines,and by a new form of duty-paper, embracing the following additional 
items :—1. That the load upon the piston should be taken from an indicator diagram, 
and from the load thus ascertained the duty should be computed ; the difference between 
the load upon the piston and the weight of water actually lifted, that was the loss by 
the friction of the pitwork, &c., heing placed in @ separate column.—2. That the part 
of the stroke at which the steam was cut off, as well as the vacuum obtained, should be 
stated opposite each engine.—3. That a notice of the quality of the coal used, as far as 
it could be ascertained, should be added.—4, That the engines should be separated into 
two classes, those which might reasonably be expected to give a good duty, and those 
which, from the time they had been at work, their small size, or other causes, could not 
fairly compete with the former. By taking the load upon the piston from an indicator 
diagram, a fair estimate of the work actually done by the engine could be formed; while 
by piacing the difference between the load upon the piston and the weight of water actu- 
ally lifted in a separate column, encouragement was offered for improvement in the con- 
straction and fixing of the pitwork.—At present, only about one-tenth ofthe engines at 
work in Devon and Cornwall appeared in the monthly reports. If mine proprietors 
would co-operate in supporting a good form of duty paper, there was little doubt but 
that there would be a rapid and marked improvement in the duty of Cornish engines, 


IMPROVEMENTS IN Castinc.—At the monthly meeting of the London 
Association of Foremen Engineers (Mr. John Ives in the chair) an inte- 
resting paper was read by Mr. Oubridge, on “‘ A Method of Casting Guns 
Hollow, and Cooling them from the Inside by a Current of Air.” e ob- 
served that it was the duty of practical men to endeavour to solve the problem “ how 
best to manufacture heavy guns.” He intended to contribute a few items to the mass 
of existing information on the subject, and he might state that such knowledge as he 
bad to impart had been gained from his own experience and experiments in the fron 
foundry. It was required in the production of large pieces of ordnance that the material 
used should be made to offer the fullest possible resistance to the bursting strain to which 
it would eventually be exposed, and that the cobesive strength of that material should 
be completely maintained. Perhaps, before advancing his own views, he might be per- 
mitted to refer to the method of casting heavy guns which had been largely practised 
during the unhappy contest which still raged in America, The name of Dahigren would, 
no doubt, be familiar to his hearers in connection with the American civil war, and the 
guns which were known as “ Dahigrens” possessed some distinguishing features. They 
were cast hollow, the theory of their invention being that it was desirable to reduce the 
neutral axes of the gun as nearly as possible to the centre of the thickness of the metal 
of which is was formed. If, on the contrary, the gan were cast solid, the cohesive power 
of the metal would be diminished as it approached the centre of the gun. By casting 
the gun hollow, this deteriorating process would be lessened by the pressure of the core 
in the mould. Dahlgren had evidently well considered the laws of cohesion and disin- 
tegration which governed these resuits. He had also adopted the plan of assisting the 
cooling and contracting by pouring a stream of cold air through a tube of iron inserted 
in the core barrel. In this he was perfectly right, for it ought to be understood that if 
the cooling process operated entirely from the outer portion of the casting it was, to use 
a familiar illustration, like casting an iron ring upon a mandril, an operation which they 
all knew would be a senseless proceeding. There was no doubtin his own mind that 
homogeneity would be obtained to a far higher degree in large castings if they were made 
hollow in place of being solid. He had had an opportunity a few months back, indeed, 
of practically demonstrating the fact. A large hydraulic cylinder, requiring 17 tons of 
metal to cast it, had to be produced. It was to have a very small hole through the bot- 
tom end, where the iron would be 15 inch thick. He saw that the intense heat would 
inevitably melt the core barrel long before the metal composing the cylinder ceased to 
be fluid. He, therefore, assumed it to be a favourable opportunity for putting tothe test 
his cherished theory. The casting was to be produced in the foundry of Messrs. Simpson, 
at Pimlico, and Mr. Thompson, the manager for that firm, giving his consent, he deter- 
mined to cool the core by means of an internal current of cold air. The plan of opera- 
tion was very simple. A perforated tube was inserted in the core barre}, and then com- 
municated, by means of a pipe and valve, with the blast. As soon as the mould was 
filled with metal the valve was opened, and the cold air forced into the tube found an 
outlet through the perforations whence it impinged upon the barrel. This latter was 
also perforated, so as to allow of the escape of -gases from the interior of the core. The 
result was a complete success, and the cylinder was as sound and homogeneous as could 
be desired. The cooling process had thus gone on from the centre, instead of the ex~ 
terior, of the casting. When he had considered that the operation had lasted sufficiently 
long to prevent the metal remaining in a fluid state, he caused the blast-valve to be shut, 
and in half-an-hour the core barrel was found to have melted in one place, leaving an 
aperture 3 in. in diameter. The blast was then again turned on, and in less than ten 
minutes the barrel became black. By this method, which, as he had said, was of the 
most easy application, it was possible to reduce the temperature of the interior of a cast- 
ing to almost any extent, and in a very short space of time. 

At the Chemical Society, on Thursday, several very interesting papers 
were read. Mr. Riley referred to the existence of the rare metal vanadium 
in English pig-iron. Vanadium has been found hitherto in very few sub- 
stances, chiefly in the scarce mineral known as vanadiate of lead; it has 
also been detected in a kind of iron ochre, and in the French mineral bauxite, which is 
now so largely employed in the manufacture of aluminium. Vanadium has already 
received an important application in the manufacture of writing ink. The very finest 
biack ink, perfectly indelible by chemical re-agents, or by the combined influences of 
air and moisture, is made by adding a minute proportion of vanadic acid to water 
containing some tincture of nutgalls. This ink is already in use for some special pur- 
poses, consequently a new source of v: am is a matter of great practical importance. 
The next paper read was by Dr. Frankland and Mr. Baldwin Duppa. It referred toa 
mode of uniting the peculiar organic bases known as ethyle, methyle, and amyle with 
metallic mercury. The compounds produced are of high interest in a scientific point 
of view. One of them, although a liquid resembling water in appearance, 80 
high a specific gravity that the heaviest lead-glass floats on its surface. A by 
Dr. Thompson was next read. The properties of the well-known gas, 
hydrogen, having been alluded to, the doctor proceeded to give a description 
paratus for producing this gas, devised by Dr. Pisani.

No change to mention in any other bargain.—La Grange: The sinking of 
Nosky’s shaft is carried on with difficulty, there being much water for the horse-whim 
since the late rains, The 20 north is opening orey ground of about the same value as 
when last reported, The adit north is unproductive. Thestopesin back of the 20 and 
adit continue to yield well. The adit cross-cut west, at La Rancoule, is very wet, which 
renders the driving more difficult, The adit south of cross-cut, on No. 1 vein, is poor.

GREAT BRIGAN.—T, Trelease, J. Tredinnick, Nov. 14: The lode in the72, driving 
east of the engine-shaft, is still small and unproductive; the lode at this level, driving 
west of the above shaft, is 2 ft. wide, worth 6/. perfm. The lode in the winze sinking 
below the 42, east of Trelease’s shaft, is 15 in. wide, worth 10/7. per fm.; the lode in this 
level, driving east of the latter shaft, is 3 ft. wide, producing good stones of copper ore, 
but not of much value.

Rrors At THE PENNSYLVANIA CoLiiertes.—Advices have been received 
from Philadelphia, describing a number of riots and murders which have taken place 
in the several regions round Maude Chunk. A correspondent says—‘ It is reported 
that four men were killed last evening, tnclading Mr. Smith, of the firm of Hall, Corties, 
and Co.,of Philadelphia, Governor Carter, it is stated, has been telegraphed to for 
troops. Mr. T. Hall, of the firm of Hall, Smith, and Corties, has reported from Sam- 
mitt, Pennsylvania, that Mr. Jay Smith, of that firm, had been shot dead by the rioters. 
Mr. Ulrich, another partner, was fired at and wounded by the rioters. Mr. Smith, it 
seems, had incurred the hatred of the Irish miners by his opposition to their secret or- 
ganisation, which had for its object the expelling of certain men from certain collieries. 
A workman was also reported found dead, the man having been shot, it is supposed. 
Mr. Smith was shot while travelling from the mine to Louisville, A force of militia 
had been in the vicinity for some time, enforcing the draft and arresting deserters. The 
telegraph line between Maude Chunk and Carbon county being down, direct communi- 
cation could not be obtained.”— Another letter from Maude Chunk, dated November 6, 
says—* Last night Mr, C. R, Smith, coal proprietor, of Yorktown (Carbon county), was 
murdered in the most brutal manner, in his house, in the presence of his family, by a 
gang of Irish outlaws, known as “ Buckshots.” Mr. Smith was a highly respectable 
gentleman; and it was supposed that the attack was made on him in consequence of 
his having given certain information, by which the officers of justice had been enabled 
to arrest the men. In Louisville, Yorktown, Doloraine,and Beaver, offences of violence 
have been committed, seven or eight murders having been perpetrated within the last 
few weeks. 

Wueat Emriy.—There was an appeal from the judgment of the Vice-

Remarks.—No further advance having at present taken place in the 
Bank rate of discount, the Metal Market can hardly be said to present 
features at all varying from those recorded in the last report in the Min- 
ing Journal.

Dear S1r,—In accordance with your request, and the promise which I 
made a few days ago, I have been directing my attention tothe Gas CoaL 
Fie.ps or Scor.anD; it is only after doing so that I am made aware of 
how little positive knowledge I possess regarding them ; and my remarks, 
if of any use at all, will only be useful in so far as they may suggest sub- 
jects of enquiry, and in directing your attention to where these enquiries 
may be answered. So far as regards the geological position of the most 
valuable gas coal beds, they are, with very few exceptions, all found in- 
terstratified with the carboniferous limestone, into what Mr. Ralph Moore, 
in his Section of the ‘‘ Average Position of the principal Seams of Coal and 
Ironstone in Lanarkshire,’’ particularises as the lower coal series. 

Of the coals now in the market so situated there are—Lesmahago, in 
the parish of that name; Wilsontown, in the parish of Carnwath; Rigside 
coal, in the parish of Douglas; and to the north and west of Glasgow, the 
seam which has been worked for many years from the lands of Knights- 
wood, Kelvin, Garscube, Jordanhill, and Govan—all these are in the 
county of Lanark ; the four first-named places being upon the southern 
outcrop of the Lanarkshire coal beds, and the others upon the northern. 
In Ayrshire, there is found in the same measures the gas coal from the 
parish of Muirkirk; from Straid, in the parish of New Cumnock; and Dal- 
quharran, inthe parish of Dailly. Inthe Lothians, to the south of Edin- 
burg, there is the Arniston coal field, the Marquis of Lothian’s, and others, 
all in the lower coal series. In Fife, the best knuwn gas coals, and the 
most valaable, are from the lower coal beds also—Wemyss, Overton, 
Torryburn, and Cappledrae. I am not aware whether these names indi- 
cate the same bed of coal, but I believe there is no doubt as to their posi- 
tion in the section of the district. ‘The last gas coal which will be noticed 
of the lower series is the Kinniel, or Borrowstoness coal, in the county of 
Linlithgow—although I am aware that there are several other thin seams 
worked in connection with the ironstones. In connection with, and form- 
ing a portion of, the upper series of coal beds is the famous Boghead 
coal, or Torbanehill mineral, ‘The gas coal found so abundantly in the 
splint coal seam of the Lanarkshire mineral basin, to the east of Glasgow, 
in the parish of Old Monkland, and more sparingly in other districts, 
where the upper coals are deposited; also a bed of gas coal (from 4 in. to 
5 in. thick), which has been analysed under the name of Monkland coal. 
The Lochgelly gas coal (Fife) is in the coal beds of the upper series. The 
bituminous shales, upon which the oil works are established at Broxburn, 
in the parish of Uphall, and other places, belong to the coal measures of 
the carboniferous limestone era. The marked characterstics of the gas coal 
found in the coal fields of Scotland are their variablenees in thickness and 
quality, and the uncertainty of their continuance, in any form whatever, 
sufficiently marked to indicate their position. 

Another noticeable feature of the gas coal beds of the lower series is their 
almost universal proximity to blackband ironstone, in a greater or less de- 
gree; this is alsoa marked one of the Boghead gas coal, which is generally 
found connected with ironstone, and, over a large tract of country gives 
place to it entirely. In works published by Abraham Gesner, M.D., F.G.S., 
&c., New York, London and Paris by Bailliére Brothers, 1861, it is stated 

that Boghead coal is found interstratified with the carboniferous limestone, 
This is a mistake, it seems, which I may have had some hand in creating, 
as such was my impresion until lately, and it is probable that I wrote so when 
answering some enquiries regarding it many yearsago for Mr. Barlow, of the 
Gas Journal. It may be noticed that amongst the reasons which led me to 
suppose that Boghead coal belonged to the limestone group, is the curious 
fact that the most marked external feature of Boghead and Lesmahago 
coal is the frequent appearance of a well-defined plant of the Cactus tribe, 
identically the same in both. . 

Whilst the vegetable origin of all coal is perfectly evident,-how the de- 
scription of coal now under notice, and known as gas coal, has been pro- 

duced is a second mystery, remaining to be solved after the first question 

has been disposed of—namely, What is coal, and by what agency was it 
made coal from the plants of which it is composed? Supposing that pres- 
sure and heat, with electrical and chemical action combined, and continued 
over immense periods of time, sufficient to have produced the general change, 
as we find it, to have been the agency, the question still remains unanswered. 
Without having theslightest inclination to jump ata conclusion, which might 
not be borne out by a more extended and careful examination of facts, I am 
disposed to entertain the idea that proximity to the source of the fire rocks 
has had a direct influence upon the formation of gas coal. Whether this 
idea is correct or otherwise, we certainly find that the most extensive fields 
of the Scottish gas coal have originated under such circumstances, and it 
would also appear that the process of transformation into gas coal had been 
previous to the outbursting of more recent fire rocks, whereby the 


y | matured 
A we sedimentary and stratified rocks were torn up, twisted, disconnected, and 


forced by an immeasurable power into the position which these rocks now 
oceupy. The Lesmahago field is an example of this kind. Admitting it 
to be the case that internal heat has had a direct influence upon the for- 
mation of gas coal, the phenomena in connection with it still unaccounted 





for are most , such as passing from one kind of coal into coal 











of an entirely different kind, without any seen cause or change in the roof 
or pavement; layers of gas coal an inch in thickness and under being found 
in the thick seams of cherry or splint coal, the gas coal being sometimes 
upon the top at other times at the bottom, or it may be at any intermediate 
distance, between the roof and floor of the coal bed. in which it is found. 

Again, as regards the ironstone bands, with which it is so often found 
connected, the ironstone is found sometimes upon the roof, sometimes at 
the bottom, or in the midst of it, and in many cases interstreaked or la- 
minated with the coal; so diversified are these combinations, that at times 
there may be a difficulty in determining whether the substance under notice 
should be called coal or ironstone. 

With these remarks as to origin and geological position, I will now glance 
at the Scottish gas coals from the chemical and: mercantile point of view. 
It would seem, at first sight, that the one should regulate the other—that 
is, the chemical value being known, the price of the coal would be regu- 
lated accordingly. This is not always the case; the number of purchasers 
are few, as compared with the purchasers of other coals; and these pur- 
chasers, even where there are two or more in the same town, do not com- 
pete directly through the coals, but indirectly, as far as the coal is con- 
cerned, through the quality of the gas which the coals produce; and whe- 
ther the gas company has a monopoly or not of supplying the gas. There 
are few individuals in the community who can discriminate correctly be- 
tween cheap gas and cheap light, when contrasted with the many whg 
consider these terms to be one and the same thing. This state of matte 
will always be a temptation for gas managers to prefer a cheap coal, which 
gives quantity, with a passable illuminating power, to those ceals by which 
a cheaper light could be supplied, although the cost per 1000 feet of gas, 
when made from these, may be considerably higher. Asan example of this, 
last week might be seen a paragraph in the newspapers, stating that the 
town of Tralee was being supplied with 10-candle gas, an event which was 
given, it seemed, as something quite satisfactory. By 10-candle gas is 
meant a gas which, when used at the rate of 5 cubic feet per hour, the 
light given out is equal to the light of 10 sperm candles, each consuming 
120 grains per hour. Compare this with the analysis of Lesmahago coal, and 
it will be seen that gas from such coal can be made from which, when used 
at 4} feet per hour, a light is given off equal to 36 standard candles, show- 
ing that if the one gas was worth 4s. per 1000 feet, the other was worth 
16s.; and, consequently, that Lesmahago coal—the yield of gas per ton 
of each being the same—is four times more valuable for lighting than the 
coal used at T'raleeGas Works. ‘The analysis of a number of Scottish gas 
coals are here added, with a notice where these were made. In the case 
ot Lesmahago coal, several analyses have been given, these are all taken 
from published documents, extending over a considerable number of years, 
and have been introduced for the purpose of showing that light, and not 
gas, is the true test of value. It is evident that, wherever the quantity of 
gas taken from a given quantity of coal is considerably increased, this is 
at once seen in the illuminating power. 

The Scottish gas coals are also coming into notice as oil coals, having 
been used for that purpose, under Mr. Young’s patent, for the last thirteen 
years, The following extracts are from Gesner’s work on this subject: —

It has been remarked that the gas coals which contain the most ashes, the 
light-giving power being the same, is best adapted for the manufacture of 
oil. ‘The following table, showing the proportion of gas and of coke, and 
also the illuminating power of gas got from the different kinds of coal, com- 
pared with that of a wax candle taken as unity, was read before the Royal 
Scottish Society of Arts by Andrew Fyfe, M.D., F.R.S.E., F.R.S.S.A.:—

RAILWAY STATISTICS—LOCOMOTIVE POWER. 


Next to traffic charges, the cost of locomotive power is the largest item 
of the expenses of a railway company. In 1862 the aggregate cost to the 
railways of Great Britain of locomotive power, including the expenses of 
all stationary engines, was 3,966,005/., or 27°79 per cent. of the gross ex- 
penditure of the lines. Locomotive power, of course, includes all the ex- 
penses attending the working of the engines by which the trains are 
drawn; but so much has the cost been felt to depend upon the engine-driver, that one 
of our great companies, no many years ago, entered into a contract with their engine- 
drivers for the working of their locomotives. They were to be paid so much per train 
mile for working their engines, and were to purchase from the company out of that 
amount all the fuel and stores they required for the purpose at a fixed scale of prices. 
Such was the effect of this contract that it was soon found that some of the drivers were 
netting as much as 20/. per week. Of course, the mileage rate was thereupon reduced ; 
and we believe the reductions went on until the drivers at last declined to work at the 
rates proposed to them. But the effect was to bring the locomotive expenses of the 
company in question toa minimum, to economise the use of stores, and to make the 
enginemen doubly careful of their engines. 

Fuel forms so large a proportion of the cost of locomotive power, that this item of ex- 
penditure is, to some extent, affected on different lines of railroad by the facilities of ac- 
coss which the lines possess to coal fields. It is also somewhat affected by the quality 
of the fuel consumed. There has been much dispute recently as to the relative cost of 
coal and coke in working locomotive engines; but the cost of locomotive power on those 
lines which have used the largest proportion of coal does not appear to show so large & 

72 N&parity as to justify any decided inference in favour of coal over coke. Accessibility 

F to sources of good supply would seem to be the principle which should rather govern 
companies in the employment of fuel, Where a supply of good steam coai can be rea- 
dily obtained there would seem to be little advantage in using coke; but where there 
are no coal flelds, and the engines have to be supplied with fuel carried over long lengths 
of raiiway, the lighter the load of fuel to be conveyed, the less will be the cost to the 
company for its conveyance. 

It must be admitted, however, that there are some disadvantages in the use of coals 
which do not apply tocoke, A considerable item of expenditure under the head of lo- 
comotive power consists of wages to engine-cleaners. There can be no doubt that coal 
is the dirtier article, and that the cost of engine-cleaning isi d where coal is used. 
Whether the employment of coal is more injurious to the engine itself is a disputed 
question, on which present experience does not, perhaps, justify a decided opinion. 
Complaints have recently appeared in some of the papers that the use of coal is an an- 
noyance to passengers, from the smoke and dust emitted by the engine in which it is 
employed. But as to this, it should be observed that where coal is most largely em- 
ployed, as on the South-Western Railway, it is used in engines which consume their 
own smoke, Certainly it ought not to be used by any engines that do not consume 
their own smoke. It is easy enough to apply a smoke-consuming apparatus to a loco- 
motive, and the Railway Clauses Consolidation Act (8 and 9 Vic., c. 20) provides that 
“every locomotive used on a railway shall, if it use coal or other similar fuel emitting 

. Smoke, be constructed on the principle of consuming, and so as to consume, its own 
smoke,” under a penalty of 5/. for every day on which such engine is used. But this 
Act, it should be observed, only applies to railways constructed since 1845. 

There is one other enquiry with regard to power that is of great impor- 
tance. From time to time we hear reports, generally of a vague and un- 
satisfactory character, of some power having been discovered that is likely 
to supersede the power of steam as a means of locomotion. Now, there 
is one infallible test, which may be applied to all proposals to substitute any other 
power for the power of steam. The test is cost. Locomotive power applied to railway 
costs, as already stated, something less than 9d. per train mile. Can any power be in- 
vented that is cheaper? At present the disparity in favour of steam, as compared with 
the cost of employing any other power at our command, is much greater than is gene- 
rally known. Taking coal as an unit, it has been established that the relative approxi- 
mate cost of employing the power at our disposal stands thus ;—

Until, therefore, a power is obtained that can raise more than 56,000,0001bs, 1 foot 
high for a shilling, we may rest satisfied that steam power will continue the great mo- 
tive power of the world. It was observed at the outset that the cost of locomotive 
power included the working stationary engines. These are now very few and far be- 
tween on railways, and employed only for the purposes of hoists, or for the working 
of inclines. For all purposes of traffic, experience has proved the stationary engine to 
be more costly than the locomotive, as well as less efficient. In working traffic a sta- 
tionary engine expends an immense amount of its power in counteracting the friction of 
the rope by which it has to haul the train; and, besides this cause of expense, it has to 
be kept in readiness to work both by night and day, which necessitates double machi- 
nery, so that two stationary engines are required where one locomotive would suffice. 
In addition to these considerations, a stationary engine can only work traffic over a 
space of some three miles at the most, so that on a railway of one hundred miles in 
length, more than thirty stationary engine-houses would have to be erected, and each 
with duplicate engines; and each train would have to stop at each station-house 
in order to detach and affix its rope. Hence engines of this class are inapplicable to a 
continuous system of railway traction, and where they were at one time established 
they have been abandoned. On the Blackwall Railway, where the stationary-engine 
system lingered last, it was found that engine power equal to the power of 400 horses 
was required to draw the train on a level, by means of a rope, the distance requisite for 
its passage over that line. Thecost of working would have alone compelied the aban- 
donment of the system had not the exigencies of the traffic otherwise necessitated it. 

The locomotive engine is, therefore, the cheapest as well as the most effectual form of 
applying the cheapest and most effectual power with which science has acquainted us. 
It will work best and cheapest where the road is the most perfect, and where the least 
resistance is offered from adverse gradients. The more perfect the surface of the line 
the less the tractive power needed, and the less the tractive force the less the necessity 
for size, which implies dead weight, in the machine. This naturally leads to the con- 
sideration of the next item of railway expenditure—the sum annually spent upon the 
maintenance of permanent way and works. 

MAINTENANCE OF Way AND Works.—The annual outlay of the rail- 
way companies under this head of charge is 2,708,638/. a year, or nearly 
79 per cent. of the total expenditure. The cost of maintenance of per- 
manent way varies on ditferent railways from 4d. to 8}d. per train mile, 
the average being about 6d., at which figuresome of our largest railways stand. High 
speed must be regarded as the main governing cause, at the present time, of the expense 
of maintaining permanent way; and a calculation of the relative outlay of different 
railway companies under this head certainly appears to bear out the conclusion, Con- 
trasting the cost of these works upon four of our railways over which trains are run at 
very high speeds, with the cost on four lines which have equally heavy traffic, but on 
which trains are run at more moderate speeds, we find the following results :—

This table is somewhat remarkable as showing the effect of speed alone; because it 
may be fairly assumed that as regards the weight of the load, the four last-mentioned 
railways are pretty much on a par with the four first mentioned—the South Eastern 
with the South Western, the Great Northern with the Midland, the North Western 
with the North Eastern, and the Great Western with the Great Eastern; and yet it 

“will be observed that the disparity in respect to the average cost per mile per annum 
Sree of way between the hight speed and the more moderate speed lines is 
7 considerable. 


In the case of some lines the exigencies of permanent way have been so 
mnch felt as to necessitate experiments of new materials. In the last re- 
port of the London and North-Western Railway Company it was stated 
that they had made a trial of a new description of rail made of steel: — 

“The results are important and satisfactory. Some of the rails were laid down at 
Rugby, Stafford, and Crewe in March,1862, and are wearing well. In May, 1862,some 
were laid down at Camden parallel with the best description of iron rail. So severe 
was the test that the iron rails speedily gave way, and had to be frequently renewed, 
worn out, whilst the steel rails continue to show little appearance of wear. Having 
regard to the importance of procuring the most efficient rail, so as to avoid the frequent 
renewal nuw found necessary on the main line and at the principal stations, the direc- 
tors have deemed it expedient to adopt and substitute the steel rail to that extent at 
least, and having agreed with Mr. Bessemer as to the royalty to be paid for the use of 
his patent, they have made the needful arrangements at Crewe for the production of 
steel to the extent of 10,000 tons per annum.” 

Opinions may, and probably will, differ as to the advisability of producing these steel 
rails at Crewe, where a first expenditure of no less than 38,000/. is required to be incurred 
for the “ erection of steel works,” besides 16,0007. for “ additional water supply ;” items 
that the shareholders may expect to see very largtly swollen in future ** requests for 
Votes.” But there will be but one opinion as to the desirability of adopting upon this 
important railway the very best and most lasting description of rail, that which will 
stand the hardest work, and necessitate the least interruption of the line during re- 
newals. To the North Western, almost beyond all other lines, it is important to have 
& durable permanent way ; but other companies will watch with no little interest the 
experiment the London and North Western are about to make in adopting “‘ Bessemer’s 
patent ” for the passage of “ limited mails” and “ monster engines.” 
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Court or Patents ror InveNTION.—The necessity for the establish- 
ment of a special tribunal for the trial of patent cases is carefully demon- 
strated in Cox’s “ Legal Circular” for the present month. It is urged, 
With evident truth, that patent cases are, to a great extent, like medical 
jurisprudence, special'ties of legal study, requiring both judge and advocate to have at 
least a knowledge of the principles, if not a profound study of the various branches of 
art, science, and mechanics. It appears that it is not alone the patentees who are desir- 
ous of having greater facilities for the trial of their disputes, but that the ordinary bu- 
siness of the Court of Chancery is positively interfered with by its having to deal with 
cases wuich could be far more satisfactorily disposed of elsewhere. The cause of Cartis 
v. Platt is mentioned as an instance of the inconvenience to the general public, occasioned 
»y trying patent cases in the Court of Chancery. The cause was tried towards the end 
of Trinity Term, and the evidence of the parties was supported by models weighing, in 
the aggregate, about 9 tons, and in bulk nearly filling the Court. The case lasted four 
days, and even then the Vice-Chancellor deferred judgment until the ensuing Michaelmas

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Nov. 19.—The Coal and Coke Trades continue to improve here; ten- 
ders are required for the erection of 200 coke ovens, to be built at the 
Shotton and Ryhope Collieries. As the season advances the trade appears 
to improve gradually; the demand for manufacturing purposes, ironworks, 
&c., is especially good. The Iron Trade continues to improve rapidly. 
It is understood that Sir William Armstrong has purchased the Ridesdale 
estate, and the minerals contained in it, consisting of iron ore of excellent 
quality, coal, &c.; so that there is every prospect that the ironworks, which 
have been dormant here for a long period ,will be shortly resumed. A 
boring has been made lately by Mr. Stott, of Ferry Hill, on the Prestwick 
Carr, about seven miles north-west of Newcastle, and an excellent seam 
of coal, 4 ft. in thickness, found at a depth of 40 fms. from the surface. 
This bore is near the outcrop of the coal measures in that direction, so that 
this seam cannot be expected to continue any great distance westward from 
this point. The millstone grit comes to the surface here, and continues 
to the west a distance of eight miles, where the carboniferous limestone 
makes its appearance, and extends many miles westward, the Plashetts 
coal field being found in this formation. 

When we last commented on the state of matters at the collieries of Mr. 
Love the dispute between him and the men was narrowed to the single one 
of the standard weight of the tubs. Mr. Love had proposed a standard 
which the men objected to, alleging it tobetoo high. They also proposed 
to fix the standard by filling a number of tubs at the face of the workings, 
these tubs to be weighed on reaching the bank, and the average weight of 
those tubs to be the standard. Subsequently Mr. Love conceded this 
point, and agreed to accept this mode of arriving at the standard; it was, 
therefore, fully expected that an agreement would very shortly be made, 
and the unhappy differences settled, and a general return to work close the 
whole business. This hope, however, was doomed to disappointment, for 
the men, we are afraid, have still listened to bad counsels, and, instead of 
agreeing when fairly met by the masters, who actually adopted their own 
proposal, they have left their ground, and taken up another position. 
This position appears to be that the tubs shail be filled at the surface level 
fall, and this adopted as a standard. This conduct is extremely provok- 
ing, and we are afraid it will lead the employers to think that they must 
stop somewhere, a general agreement being totally impracticable. Inthe 
meantime, the men at Bitchburn Colliery, where they had reduced their 
work to one tub per day, have again resumed full work, and at the other 
collieries a few men have been working, and the number gradually increas- 
ing, a few haviog left the Brand Colliery (which is entirely stopped for 
the present) and commenced work at Sunnybrow Colliery. Those men 
at work have been realising large wages, the boys also earning much larger 
wages than the average of the coal trade. Of course, there must be ex- 
ceptional cases at present, as they are certain to be working in the best places, 
and every facility will be afforded to them to get forward. Still it isa 
natural inference to be drawn from the returns given, although they are, 
it must be confessed, very imperfect, that the prices paid at these collieries 
for hewing and putting coals are at least fully equal to the average prices 
at present paid in the district. 
the average wages earned by the men have not been published in the local 


Broomhill Colliery, where a strike took place a year ago, and an excellent 
effect was produced, as the public at once saw the state of affairs. We 
allude here to an authentic account, extracted from the pay bills, which, 
so far as we are aware, has not been given, although we have the evidence 
of the agents at some of the collieries to prove that some of the men did 
earn 30s. per week on an average during the six months preceding the strike. 

We can only account for the stubborn nature of the strike by ascribing 
it to the influence exercised on the men by the rabid partisans of the Union, 
who appear to consider the Union capable of supplying all their wants and 
desires. The men are evidently deceived, and led either by blind or un- 
scrupulous advisers, who will ultimately cause them much misery and 
mischief. How they can possibly suppose that by combining, and restrict- 
ing their labour, they can even temporarily raise the value of that labour, 
we cannot conceive. Thecoal trade is now so vast and extensive, that the 
strike of 1000 men, or even 3000, would have no perceptible effect upon 
it. As the men positively declined to come to an agreement, the evictions 
again commenced this week, and about 40 families were ejected at Sunny- 
brow on Tuesday, the colliery wagons being employed in removing the 
furniture to the place appointed by the owners. All went on quietly, no 
disturbance taking place. On Wednesday the process was renewed at 
Willington, 24 men being brought from Bishop Auckland, fer the purpose 
of removing the furniture, and a guard of 40 policemen attended to assist, 
and prevent any breach of the peace; and here the first open violation of 
the law has taken place. As the work proceeded the crowd of men, women, 
and children gradually increased; stones and bricks were thrown, one of 
the latter having hit one of the viewers, Mr. Goott, who received a severe 
blow. The work was then forcibly stopped, and the men engaged were 
escorted by the policemen to an empty house, where they were put for 
safety, the doors and windows being closed. ‘The men then took the fur- 
niture from their houses themselves. Afterwards much difficulty was met 
with in taking the men who had been engaged in ejecting to the railway 
station, and a serious riot was apprehended; however, ultimately this was 
done by a skilful ruse, a force of policemen being employed to clear the 
way to the railway station through the crowd, while the men were conveyed 
by another route to that point, and thus ended the day’s proceedings. 

It is understood that the disagreeable work of ejecting the men will be 
resumed this day, but it is hoped that no further disturbance will take 
place. The men must be aware in their calm moments that violence can 
be of no service to them, and the best course they can pursue, even now, 
is to meet their masters fairly, and if possible come to some agreement as 
to the terms on which they can work. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Nov. 19.—The Iron Trade, in both North and South Staffordshire, 
continues firm, and a complaint of slackness is not heard. Prices are well 
maintained. Pig-iron is tolerably firm; best native all-mine pigs and 
hematites fetch 3/7. 15s. Coal is in active demand, and the hardware trades 
are, with scarcely an exception, brisk. The National Miners’ Conference 
at Leeds will, doubtless, do good; and it will stimulate miners to think. 
The final decision to leave the question of sub-inspectors to the executive 
council, instead of laying down a large scale of increase, was a wise step. 
If only miners can be better educated, and become, as they then would be, 
more deeply impressed with the importance of strictly observing rules 
which experience has proved to be wise as precautions against danger, 
there would be no need of a great increase of inspectors; and unless the 
The regu- 
lations proposed respecting the employment of children are of a very 
questionable character. No youth is to be allowed to work in a colliery 
without, firstly, the registrar’s certificate of birth, or where this is not 
procurable that of a medical man, that the boy appears to be of the age 
named! Then the schoolmaster must certify that the boy can read and 
write, and perform addition, substraction, multiplication, and division. 
School instruction is, no doubt, very desirable; but it is far more desira- 
ble that the avenues of labour should be kept open, and the working of 
any such system would be found so full of objections that such an Act would 
soon be unpopular, and would either become inoperative or be repealed. 
The circumstances of the case do appear to justify some restriction as to 
age; but all who have thought carefully on the subject, or have watched 
the working of such restrictionswith our national history, must feel the great 
danger of hampering industry with any unn shackles. The ques- 
tion is, where would many boys go who, under these regulations, could 
not work in the mines? Would not very many do worse? At present 
the law practically is that no boy can work in a coal mine under twelve 
years of age, which is a considerable step in advance. The Conference do 
not appear to have seriously grappled with one most important question in 
relation to the miner’s progress; and that is the formation of societies for 
giving relief in case of sickness or accident. These are much wanted, as 
general societies of that character are not willing to admit colliers, owing 
to their greater liability to accident and sickness. ‘The establishment of 
such societies in the chief districts, with arrangements for the transfer of 
members who may remove, would be a great benefit, especially if the 
miners could be induced to take the management themselves.

They had been gone but afew minutes, the skip had only once ascended, and 
four other men, including the butty, got into it for the purpose of descending, when a 
loud explosion shock the ground, and blew the skip, with its living freight, into the air. 
Two of the poor fellows, the butty anda miner named Benjamin Bayley, unfortunately 
dropped down the shaft, and were instant!y killed. Edward Severn, the butty’s son, 
and his fellow-workman, Chilton, perceived a strong smell of sulphar, and Severn went 
back to shut some doors, so as to improve the ventilation, when he saw Chilton incau- 
tiously go forward with a naked candle, which fired the gas, seriously burnifig both, and 
also a man named Downes. Severn, after recovering from the shock, groped his way 
to the shaft, and stumbled over a dead body, who, on going to the top, he found was that 
of his own father, who had fallen down the shaft as above-described. No doubt this 
accident will be fully investigated. 

Seven men were injured on Saturday last by an explosion of gas in the Swingle Hill 
Colliery, Longton, the property of Messrs. Sparrow. It is supposed that the gas was 
fired by a naked light. 

At the Wolverhampton Petty Sessions, on Friday, several persons were fined for hav- 
ing their pit shafts unfenced, Mr, Baker, Government Inspector, laying the informations. 

At the Welling Petty 8 ,on Tuesday, Mr. Wynne, Government Inspector, 
charged Thomes Bailey, chartermaster at the Old Park Colliery, with neglecting to pro- 
vide proper ventilation. Mr. Wynne had received information as to the defective cha- 
racter of the ventilation, and found, on visiting the pit, that the complaint was weil 
founded, As, however, the defencant had, at his suggestion, adopted the necessary 
means for improving the ventilation, Mr. Wynne did not press for a heavy penalty, and 
defendent was fined 1/. and costs. 

The recent serious case of a boiler bursting at the Bradley Bridge Works of Mr. T. Rose, 
led to the disclosure that the engineman then in charge of the engine and boiler had 
plugged the whistie of the boiler next to the one which burst. For this he has been 
sent to prison by the magistrates. 











REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Nov. 19.—Tbe staple trades of the district are, upon the whole, in a 
satisfactory state, and the prospects of a good future both as regards the 
Iron and Coal Trades are decidedly increasing. The ironmasters are so 
well supplied with specifications that bars are going up, and prices are 
firm at 61, 15s. to 7/. per ton, f.o.b. Rails also in good demand, and 
quotations average from 6/, 12s. 6d. to 6/. 15s., f.o.b. Every other de- 
scription of iron has advanced, in a like proportion, and there is an active 
enquiry. The steam coal merchants are so full of orders in Glamorgan- 
shire that many contracts have been declined, if there is a condition as 
todelivery. Applications have been made by the men for arise, and itis 
believed they will be met in a fair and liberal spirit by the masters, and 
that their demands, at least to some extent, will be granted. ‘The house 
coal proprietors are experiencing a slight improvement in the demand, 
and the collieries are better employed than has been the case for a con- 
siderable time. If freights will keep at a moderate standard a large trade 
will be done during the next few months. The Pencoed blast-furnace, 
as mentioned in my report two or three weeks since, is to be immediately 
lighted. Mr. Irving, a gentleman from Australia, with other capitalists, 
have taken the Pencoed iron and coal estate ; and on Saturday last these 
gentlemen, accompanied by Mr. John Hughes, C.E., of Millwall Works, 
visited the property, and spent some considerable time in making the 
necessary arrangements, with the view of placing the furnace in blast 
without delay. There are also two other items of encouraging news in 
connection with the iron trade. The Pontnewynydd property has been 
transferred to Mr. T. P. Price, who is acting for Messrs. Peto, Brassey, 
and others, and the forge will be in operation in a short time. The 
Penydarran Works are, it is stated on good authority, likely to change 
hands, and that before long, and if the negociations now pending should be 
successful, the extensive works will commence operations early next year. 

The necessary parliamentary notices have been given for the construc- 
tion of another dock on the eastern side of Cardiff. The trustees of the 
Marquis of Bute are the promoters, and if the scheme be carried out 
in its integrity, Cardiff will, without a doubt, soon become a second Liverpool. The 
Newport Harbour Commissioners are in treaty for the purchase of the docks at that port, 

The adjourned last examination and order of discharge sitting in re W. Harris, Rhyd- 
felen, colliery proprietor, was held at the Bristol Bankruptcy Court, on Tuesday, before 
Mr. Commissioner Hill.

The proceedings in connection with the winding-up of the Llanharry 
Hematite Iron Ore Company (Limited) was resumed at the Rolls Court, 
Chancery-lane, before the Master in Chancery. Mr. Simons, solicitor, 
Merthyr, again attended on behalf of Mr. Habakkuk, This was the day appointed for 
the exam/‘nation of Mr. Green, the secretary, but on being called he did not appear, and 
no explanation was given for his absence. An attachment was ordered against him 
unless he attended on the following day. A consultation then took place as to the best 
course to be taken under the circumstances, and it was ultimately agreed to adjourn to 
the 13th, in orderto obtain the professional aid of Mr. Roxburgh. Last Friday another 
sitting was held, and Sir P. C. Roney, the Chairman of the company, was examined at 
length,and Mr. Adams, a director, was also examined.

The following are the particulars of 
the causes of death: —Thirteen falls of colliery roofs, eleven falls of coal, five trams pass- 
ing over them, two suffocation, two locomotive engines, one powder explosion, and the 
remainder from various miscellaneous causes. There was no death from gas explosion 
during the period mentioned.

Thomas Richards was one of the inspectors on the morning of the ex« 
plosion ; I do not know who the other was. I keep a register of every lamp in the 
colliery, and I have not missed a morning from my duty for the last fourteen years. 
No. 9 lamp was Peter Sutton’s. Sutton was a foreman, and he was allowed a key. 
(Mr. Evans remarked that the Act of Parliament required every lamp to be locked,] 
Witness continued: Willam Roberts’ lamp, when found, was bulged, and locked. Thos. 
Coxon’s lamp, No. 178, was locked; but the case was broken. Jenner's lamp, who was 
working with Sutton, was locked. The lamp of David Grey was locked, but much in- 

ured. I do not think the two holes were caused by an explosion in the lamp. There 
were about half a dozen lamps now not found.—William Barrass said: I was one of 
the inspectors of lamps on the morning of the explosion. William Roberts, Thomas 
Coxon, and Thomas Morris, the men referred to by Cole, worked in No. 5 level. I 
think the explosion took place in this level. It was quite possible and probable that 
a fall took place before the explosion, and that one of the lamps was broken and the 
gas fired,—By Mr. Evans: Sutton was not allowed a key for about a month before the 
explosion, as I was mistrustful that he would open his lamp where he ought not to. 
I never found him with his lamp unlocked.—By Mr, Strick: Every man in Sutton’s 
position hada key. It was against the rules to open a lamp in the return level. A 
broken key was found on Peter Sutton, but I do not believe it will openalamp. (The 
jary tried to open the lamp with the broken key, but failed.) There is no foundation 
for the rumour that the explosion was caused by smoking.—The proceedings were then 
again adjourned until the remaining bodies were found.

And be it further enacted that no such boy shall so be employed without the certificate 
of birth, where procurable of the district registrar, or where no such register can be ob- 
tained without a medical certificate that he is of the appearance of a boy 12 years old. 
Also, that every such certified boy shall produce the certificate of a competent school- 
master that he can read and write, and is versed in the four first rules of arithmetic. 
And be it further enacted that no boy between the age of 12 and 14 so employed shall be 
permitted to work more than 8 hours during any one day of 24 hours, And be it further 
enacted that any coal master or other mine proprietor violating the provisions of this 
Act by employing boys without the above certificate shall for every such offence pay a 
penaity of not less than 5/. and not more than 20/., and being convicted a third time he 
shall be imprisoned for not less than a month and not more than three months, and any 
surgeon or registrar being convicted of giving a false certificate shall for every such 
offence pay a penalty of not less than 5/7, and not more than 10/., and if convicted of a 
third offence that he be imprisoned for not less than one month and not more than three 
months; and that any parent or other person aiding or abetting in obtaining a false cer- 
tificate shall pay a penalty of not less than 2/, and not more than 4/., and for a third 
offence shall be imprisoned not less than a month, and not more than three months. 
This draft was agreed to, subject to revision by the Executive Council, and the thanks 
of the Conference were voted to Mr. Stephens for hia services in preparing the document. 
—Mr. Mrrenent then submitted the petition of the widows created by the Edmunds’

Tur Late Coturery Accent 1n Leicestersaire.—The adjourned 
inquest on the bodies of the three men, Clements, Rose, and Bird, who lost 
their lives at the inundation of the Collorton Colliery, on Oct. 8, was re- 
sumed on Tuesday, before Mr. J. Gregory, coroner. Mr. Hedley, the 
Government Inspector of Mines for this district, was present, and assisted in the enquiry, 
which lasted the whole of theday, The evidence adduced upon this occasion was mainly 
scientific, The Collorton Colliery, it seems, is surrounded by workings belonging to the 
old Linby Hall Pit, which was abandoned at the end of the year 1784. A plan was in 
existence, but the “ heading” which the men struck on this unfortunate occasion is not 
shown upon {t. Water had accumulated in these workings, and when the colliers struck 
this heading there was a pressure upon it of about 130 Ibs. to the squareinch. The re- 
sult was the complete inundation of the pit and the loss of three lives. Mr. Walker, one 
of the proprietors, said Mr. Hedley had called his attention to this accumulation of 
water, and they bad run it off at one pit, but this one they had declined to interfere 
with, as it would have entailed an expense of 30007. to erect pumping-engines, and an 
annual cost of at least 800/.; there would have been nothing to have compensated them 
for the outlay, and they would have greatly benefited an adjoining colliery, Mr. Hed- 
ley, in his evidence, sald he could not tell for what purpose the heading could have 
been driven, as it was below the water level, and its situation was such that it would 
have been difficult to detect it by boring; nevertheless, he thought borings should have 
been made. The general rale, No, 15, left it to the judgment of the manager where 
he should make borings; it simply stated that they were to be made in every working 
approaching a place likely to contain a dangerous accumulation of water. Ile had been 
anxious about these workings for many years, and he had long been of opinion that 
where working collieries adjoined old hollows, those who would benefit by the water 
being pumped out should join in the cost of doing so. The verdict of the Jury was— 
“ That the three deceased have lost their lives owing to the bursting in of the old Linby 
Hall hollows into No. 8 stall of the Califat pit, which might have been prevented had 
bore-holes been kept, ding to the requl ts of the Act of Parliament, 234 and 
24th of Vict., c. 131; but from the opinion of Mr, Hedley, the Government Inspector, 
from the position of the heading as shown on the plan, even had there been bore-holes 
the accident might have occurred. But we further find that, when the water had com- 
menced coming in underneath the coal, due care and caution were not shown by the ma- 
nager in allowing the men to continue working at the break when it was evident there 
was great danger, We believe, however, that the manager was led to act as he did 
through having placed too great confid in the practical experience of his workmen.

Nov. 14.—The resident agent’s report, giving you the detalls of the workings since the 
last meeting, and also of the value of the different points in the mine (the correctness of 
which I can vouch for from personal inspection) renders any lengthened report from me 
unnecessary.

Mr. F. Pryor (the manager) rsad the report, as follows: — 

Nov. 17,—The 155 west, on Menadue lode, has been poor, but is again presenting a 
better appearance, producing about 1 ton of ore per fm. Looking at the favourable 
ohange the lode has undergone in this end, we look forward for an early improvement. 
Three stopes in back of this level are worth from 10/. to 127. perfm. We have driven 
west from the trial winze in the 165 about 21 fms.; throughout this drivage there has 
been a large lode, and In places producing from 144 to 2 tons perfm.

Tue Gryiis Mining Disrricr.—The mines in this district are in a 
very prosperous state, and several of them that are now in their infancy are likely to do 
well shortly. Great progress is making at East Grylls, and the engineers are busily 
engaged putting up the pumping-engine, which will be soon at work, after which exten- 
sive operations will commence below the adit level, where several bunches of tin have 
gone down, and from which, above the adit level, dividends have beed paid; and it is 
only fair to expect similar results as soon as the water is drained, and ground opened.
